ABOLITION OF TORTURE IN CHINA, 


A meeting of the Hongkong Committes 
pledged to work for the abolition of judicial 
tortnre in China wea held on Tuesday at the 
office of tho’ Italian Consul Gonoral. Com. | 
Volpicelli. gave a sketch of the work daring 
lost year, and after a briof ‘discussion measnres 
wore approved for the continuance of the work 
The report is us follows : — 

Tho movement we started for the sbolition 
of judicial tocture in Chica very little more 
than o yoor ago, for our first mecting was held 
andor the anspioos of H.R.H. the Duke of the 
Abrogat ov the J2th December, 1904, has 
made such rapid and succesatul progress that 
a hasty glance at the work done ond the 
objects still to be attained becomes necessary. 
In ong firet meeting I had communicated that 
I was busy'in translating a pamphlet from the 
Italian into Chinese which I thought would 
preatly aid our ounse. ond during Docember, 
19.4, several copies of the translation were writ- 
ten ont for the different Chinase newspapers 
published in Hongkong oud Canton. Aq thera 
wore some misgivings abut the impression: our 
anti-tortare propaganda might crenata amongst. 
the high official, olsas, and there oxisted the 
consequent fear tha t ha-ty ond unguarded zeal 
might rotard rathor thua hasten the, reform we 
sll had at heart, in the beginning of Janunry, 
1905, I cleared np the question by wriling on 
tho 8th to Taotai Wen, and he answered on the 
9th January, repeating in writing what he hnd 
already told me verbally mora than a month 
before, that the idea would meet with great 
favour. I think it is worth while to quote 
in extenso a plrare from the letter, as it stunda 
out very forcibly now in the light of later 
events:—"'To publish the tranelation both 
in the leading Chiness newspapers and in 
pamphlet form so that it may be widely read" 
T lave alyendy told you, is an excellent idea, 
and the publication will purely be ‘hailed with 
great delight “by the Chinese people and 
their offlciats,’ Now we see, Mr. Wen's 
predictions entirely realivol. Tho translation 
of: the’ XII, Chapter of Beocaria (tho one 
against torture) was pablished in tho principal 
Chinesa. newspapors of Hovgkong and Canton 
about the middle of January, 1905, and it 
certainly. produced somo imprassion’ [Mr. T. 
Wa warils, of Canton, woll known for his know, 
ledge of Chinese, Kindly lent his assistance in 
securing its publication in Canton}, as ['recvived 
lettors from different parts: of China from 
unknown persons encouraging our ©. work. 


Unfortunately my health. was not very strong | 


about this timo and I could not push on the 
printing of the pamp hiet. I was able, however, 
to ree during my illness my old friend, von 
Rosthora, the Austrisn Minister, who promised 
ne’ his assistance and slav told me that. the 
method pursued, ‘of a populay propoganda 
through the press, was the most: likely to lead 
to success. As’ soon ox I was able I had the 
blooks cut for printing in pamphlet form the 
translation which had already appeared in the 
Chinese newspapers. These blocks correspond 
1o aatereotype ediliva with as, 60 now that I 


-haye the blocks I can until they ‘are worn out 


print off ss many copies as T like. In April 
1995, an Imperivl Edict was poblishod abolishing 
the punishment of “ling-ob'h” in Chins, 
This seemed agood sign, and asscon as the copies 
were ready I sent 20 tomy Minister and 20 
tomy ‘personal friend, the Austrian Minister 
Trece ived very favourable auswers : the copies of 
the pam phlet would bo presented to tho highest 
officials in Peking, and the Austrian ‘Minister 
(a man of long experience in this country, in- 
formed me thal the ideas of Beccaria would 
fall on fertile soil, as was evident ‘by the late 
Imporial Edict about “ ling-ch’ih”, Having 
left the work in the metropolis to the two 
friendly Minist ers, I bad to push the propa 
gande in the provinces of the vast Chinese 
Empire. 1 was compelled to limit the pro- 
pagenda to the: highest provincial officials, to 
Vice roye, Governors, Provincial Treasurers, 
Provincial Judges, and Tartar Generals in the 
provinces where there are gare isous of Banner 
troops. Even with theso limi tations there was 
considerable clerical work, as a printed cireular 
would have’ ‘been against etiquolte, and the. 
Jetlera ncoompanying the pamphlets had to con- 
tain the proper complimentary phrases. In 
about a couple of months a. hundred copies Were 
thus distributed and since then auswors have 
boon slomly coming in acknowledging receipt 
of the pamphlet, Of course, all express tha oaks 
and appreciation of cur work, but this might. 
be only common politeness ;, several, however, 
enter into tha question, either referring , to 
the juridical glories of ancient Rome or 
to the lato reforming legislation of China, 
showing that the writers, have drafted or 
dictated the letter, and nob simply given their 
secretaries a gonoral order fora polite answer. 
This is highly gratifying, and shows that tre 
have achieved some measure’ of success in the 
most important part of our task—narousiog: 
men’s minds to a consideration ofthe problem— 
for when that is obtained. there is but one 
solution, and that comes with extraordinary 
rpidity, everyone astonished that such an abuso 
could have been so long tolerated. On tho 15th 
June we sont a letter to Wa Ting-faug, 
expressing our appreciation of the work he had 
accomplished in reforming tho orimia al Jaws 
of Chins abolishing the barbarona punishment 
of “ling-ch’ih”, and on the 15th August he 
answored, thauking us, recognising that we sd 
started the movement againet torture and 
hoping we might have wood .success. Ho also 
informed us thet he had obtained an Imperial 
Edict abolishing all torture daring oriminsl 
trials, with the oxosption of trials for murder, 
Wu Ting-fang added that he naturally was ‘in 
favour of abplishing the use of torture in all 
cases, but had compromised in ordor to secure 
sucoess for a partial moasure which would: 
Snfallibly in a short time lead to the complete 
abolishment, ‘This snnowscement was import. 
ant, because there was reagonable room for 


doubt jn the confusing reports that worecurrent 
abont that time, I may instance the carefully 
sifted information that cama to my knuwledgo 
from high quarters: a well-informed foreigner 
in ‘Peking assured mo that torture had been 
conipletely abolished, and offered his congrata- 
lations for our signal and rapid snecoss; on tho 
other hand, one of the high Chineso provincial 


' officials, in the suswer ocknowledging receipt 


of tho pamphlet containing the translation 
of Becoaria, communicated the promalgation of 
av. Imperial Ediot, and explained its enaotments- 
9s follows :-—" Except in capital cases wherd 
evidence is clear ond the accnsed recalcitrant» 
jn all other cases (orture shall not be em- 
ployed in the frat examination, nor in oasces 
whore the ponelty is inferior to banishment” 
There was here a wide discrepancy, because on 
the one. hand capital oases (where torture was 
almost unconditionally ‘ollowed) aro .vory 
numerous, a8 the Chiness Penal Code sunctions 
the penalty of death formany orimes, though itis 
very raroly carriad out, cven for the worst onos ; 
and on the other hand the crimes for which a 
punishment inferior to banishment is sanctioned 
(those in which on no account istorturo allowed} 
ave very light crimes: The anawor from. HE. 
Wu Ting-fong gave , an explanation which 
lay botweon these two extreme, and seomed to 
show that an important step had been mado 
Resuming, theroforo, the results of about a year's 
work, we fla important logislative measures: 
taken by the Inipsrisl Government of China, 
first, in abolishing o xepuleive form of capital 
punishmont—ling oh’ih—and then an important 
step towards tho complete abolition of torture 
by limiting its nee. What I. think still more 
important ig tho awakening of mon‘s minds to a 
consideration of the question, As Bocosria 
justly said, torture rested on the tyranny: of 
eustom which blinds. men to the clearest , 
ovidouce, | Now that, as wesses by the 
angwers of tho highest officials, the atten- 
ion of the ruling class in China 
is directod towards tho question of judi- 
cial torture thera cannot be the slightest 
doubt about the final result, though of course 
thore is room for‘legitimate doubt nbout ‘the 
vate of progress. Our fnture task lies in trying’ 
to hasten Jegislative ‘reform and to doviso 
measures for ronderiag offeotive the reforms 
epacted. As for further legislation, abolishing 
torture completely, it will becomparatively easy,’ ” 
as Wia-Ting-fong haa already declared his views © 
on the subject, and becansa there will -be no 
logics) groaud for opposition, now that, tortyre 
has beon aboliuied'in many. cases by {mporial 
Edict, It will be far more difficult to reader even’ 
the partial reforms effective ia practics, than 
to obtain the most oxteusive legislation... What 
I have henrd, oven from friendly Chinese 
offoiats, would lead mg to believe that torture is 
ati!) employed, though probably leas recklessly 
than hitherto, I thiek this is due principally 
to o practical diffisulty and. does not affect the . 
essential question, Chineso offivinls, expec ally 
in largo placer, ara. vory busy, ag they are sap- 
posed to manage and directo variety of work 
allotted in the West to several special officials 
so that in a populous district the official has not © 
much time to give to the administration of 
justice, and has to hurry the werk. The worst 
enomies of torture will not deny that it iso” 
speedy method of gotting un answer, whether 
afBrmative or negative, fulso or true; 
therefore, the sudden ‘abolition of torture, 
without some corresponding extension in 
the number of officials who administer: justice, 
cannot be effective, and the best intentioned 
officials will often bo compelled to resume the 
exuel, stupid, but expeditious practice of torture. 
I think, therefore; that the practical abolition of 
jodicial | torture depends entirely on some 
measure to relieve, the present offtoials. from 
their judicial duties, which instwad should 
devolve on a special class sppoisted for the 
purpose, and whose independence from all 
political or other preasure should be properly 
guaranteed, asin all the countries of Europe. 
T also think that H. ©. Wo ‘Ting-fang, who is 
all tho time busy revising the Chinese Cotes 
and is drawing precedents for his reforms from 
the legiclstions of the West, will recive this 
idea favourably, and I proposo that avother 
letter should be written to him calling his 
attention to the practical di@oulties met with 
in the sudden abolition of torture and suggesting 
the practical remedy above tentioned, 

Atter the hearing of this, report thera was 
some discussion, in which the Lord Bishop of 
Victoria, Sir Honry Berkeley and Rev. Father 
De Maria (Pro-Vicar “ Apostolic) took a 
pronisent pt, and it was flually decided that 
Mr. Volpicelli should write tho letter he had 
soggested, adding also that in the opinion of 
the committee, the great obstacle to the 
abolition of torture was the principle of Chinose 
jurisprudence that a mau could not be con- 
demned without his confession (a ‘principle 
existing algo in Europe when torluro was used), 
aud that if the principle that evidence and 
witnesses were snflicient to convict aman wore 


adopted torture would no longer be required. 
‘With this resolation the meeting adjourned.

His Worship—I don't think we need go into 
that ot prorent, Tt is not before the Couit. 

Mr, Deacon—-First of all, your ‘Worship, I 
have uo preliminary objection to take to my , 
fricnds' applications. I apprehend that’ they 
are ankiug fora ye-hearing of the ‘cases, It is 
quite-iruo that under seotion 97 of the Magis- 
trates’ Ordinance your Worship haa power on 
such ground og you shall on. your discretion 
deem sufficient to review your adjudication, 
and upon ruch review to re-open or re-bear the 
cose, but wy frieudy want an extension of the 
period in which they can oome in ant claim 
this opinion. :

His Worship—Or that thay bad arrived ? 

Mr. Hastings—He was told {0 expect some, 
bat-did not know thoy had arrivod und wore 
ssized, one reayon boing that the notices put up 
at the Mugistracy and the place. where the 
opium wus found did not identify the goods by 
their marks. 

His Worship—At any rate your client did 
not know and conld not have known abont those 
goods? 

Mr. Hastings—-He could not have known, 08 
ha waa not here. Wo intend 1o aubmit various 
points to your Worship why in the first plave 
this section under which procoedingss are, taken 
doea not apply, The first is the point T took 
tho other day: I understand these goods were 
seized under a warrant. : 

His Worship—I think not, 

Mr. Hastizga—If thero was vo warrant thon 
I will pass on to soction 32, which gives power 
to seize without 4 warrant. [£ submit that 
sections 32° and 39 refer te opium only 
aud not to compounds of opium, With 
regurd to that point I wish ‘to. refer very 
shortly to the judgment your Worrhip gave tho 
othor day, Prom what your Worship stated iv

Mr, Hastings—It is porfectly olear that 1 
dova refer to compounds of opium, because by 
virtuo of the umended Ordinance, No. 10 of 
1904, we have got to read in the Propared Opium 


:Ordinanca ‘cerlaia sections roforring to com. 


pounds of opium, and what Casked your Worship 
ona formor occasion, and ayk you again is to read 
thoxo in as intendod,.and ‘thon to taku the 
Urdinanco 93a whole. Doing this, my conten: 
tion is that if the Legislature intended the 
Ordioance to refer to compounds of opium they 
would bave suid so, ‘They might have put a 
section in the priucipal Ordinance to say that 
opin in all cases whould inolado compounds 
of opium. Tho Court has no power to add ary 
words to any section of tho Ordinance which jy 
not exprogsed in clear terma. I would refer 
your Worship to. Maxwell on{tho interpreta 
tien of Statutes, Tho words in the section 
which I quoted are material1o the case, because 
I submit we must go by the words tho 
Legislature used; the Court is not compete it 
to extend them, even though it wore an excl 
lout thing that they were extended.

His Worship--That is ao. : 

Mr. Hustings~It thot fact is not proved 
before your Worship the order must be bad.

keeper, 30 how can: it bo asserted by the 
other sidv that it was apparently not in tho 
possession of any person. Surely it will: bo 
vouceded that-the povition of a bailee, which 
the Godown Co. were, is equivalent to tho 
position of owner.

THE P.& 0, AND HANSA FIGHT. 


A REMARKABLE SITUATION, . 

‘The publication of tho accounts for the past 
year of the’ Hanan Company, showing an 
ineroase. of profits all round, presents an 
opportunity to consider a: situation which 
jthrows o lurid light upon British. ond Gorman 
shipping methods, says the Pull Afall Gazette. 
| For practically ‘twelve months a freight war 
aa been in progress between the P. and 0, and 
tho British India Companies on the one hand 
end the Hansa Company on the other, As is 
woll known, tho rival contest: contres round the 
Antworp' tr.do, which, during (he past four 
Years, ins risen by leaps and bonada; aud it is 
only fair to give tho ulmout credit to tha 
flanca Company for devcloping and fostering 
it, At the sume timo, for that company to tay 
that the two leading’ British companies shull 
not be permitted (by a’German owned and 
Subsidised line) 40 load steamers at Antwerp 
{o Belgian port) for India (x British possession) 
18 $0 Monstrous on assumption of authority that 
M never ought to be tolrrated. The -agrea- 
ment which oxisied between tho respoctive 
companies, and the cancelling of which 
wos tho original cause of all tho strifo, 
was read differently by both the parties, 
aud unless we havo ali the facta at easy 
command it is not possible to form o fair opinion, 
But the main argument is this, Have the British 
compavies fought, or are they’ fighting, a good 
fight or not¥ It is very muoh to bo doubted, in 
view of tho following facts, In the first place, 
inst ad of tho P. and O, and British India com- 
panics coming loug ngo to an understanding, 
no such theory even now oxists. Let the trade 
of Madras stand us an example. .Tho P. and 0. 
Company do not care to qnote from Antwerp to 
this port, and the British India have had only 
threo or four boats ranning there sinoo the Aight 
begun, How can they expect to seoure the 
support of shippers under such circumstances, 
especially when thy Antwerp agents of the P. 
pud ©, generally quote lower rates than the com. 
pany itaolf would oudorse. Moreover, from the 
beginuing of the. struggle nvither of the British 
compavies has maintained a regular service, no 
one knowing when ot how tho steamera would 
loave, thoro being intorvals botwocn tho sailings 
sometimes of a fortnight, sometimes three weeks, 
and evon of a month, Hada regular fortnightly 
service been instituted at first from Antwerp 
to Kurrachoe, Bombay, Colombo, Madras, and 
Calcutta, atremendona, blow would have beon 
dealt to not only the Haven Company, but to 
all the German companies rnnning Exst. Thon 
when the Hupsy Company ostublished itself in 
London, the British fines could have lowered 
thuir rates, and vo retained tho full upport of 
tho shippors. Simultaneously, British steamors 
could have been sent ty Hamburg to compate 
with the Hansa Compavy in ita own. port. 
But tho Brilish lines have porniittod s new lino 
toby s'arted under tho auspices of the Hansa 
Company, with the result that this now line 
hay guught and obtained the contracts for the 
trunsport of Indian Government stores, and 
ato of tho bulk of the Indian’ railway stores. 
All this might have born avvided if the British 
companies, with the firm support of tho [mporial 


man. Under the. next summou porhaps he

INTERESTING INTERVINW.

The 
object tho Commission bad before them was 
the study of the political inatitutos of the 
country, and they also intended to investigate 
our commercial and educstional methods. hoy 
would welcome visits from all who could give 
them aasistanco in their mission, and would 
be ploaced to visit important works and factories 
to whioh they might beinvited.
